“By agreement, between the Irish 
and British Governments, the 
National Stud, hitherto conducted by 
the British Government at Tully, 
County Kildare, shall in future be 
carried on in Great Britain, to which 
the bloodstock has been transferred. 
Arrangements are oy made to 
hand over the land and buildings at 
Tully to the Irish Government. . 

“ Various matters of detail sis 
out of these arrangements are stil 
under discussion between the two 
Governments.” 

A few days ago it was announced 
that the British Government had 
purchased Sandley Estate, Galling- 
ham, Dorsetshire, as a place for the 
National Stud. : 

Tt had been known for some time 
that changes were pending at Tully, 
The news that the place was to pass 
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H. M. Hartigan, who has been 
in charge of the National Stud at 
Tully.

The National Stud has been known 
as such since December, 1915, when 
Colonel Hall Walker (later Lord 
Wavertree) presented his thorough- 
bred stock to the nation, and gold to 
the British Government the stud at 
Kildare and his racing stables at 
Russley, Berkshire, for £65,625, or 
£10,000 less than his own valuation.

roduced by the stud was Bland- 
ord, which was beaten only once 
before retiring from racing. He 
proved a wonderful stud success, and 
sired the winners of four Derbys in 
five years. Two of these were

, which were exported to America for 


stud purposes, large sums being paid 
for them. 

A feature of the National Stud is 
the Japanese garden, devised by 
Lord Wavertree, and made 
Japanese gardeners between 1906 
and 1910. It symbolises the life of 
man. Presumably the garden also 
passes over to the Government. 


Bengal Famine: 
Many Deaths 


People are still dying from starva- 
lion in Calcutta and other towns of 
Rengal Province, in spite of 
measures introduced by the authori- 
ties to improve the food situation.

Reuter’s Correspondent at Sil- 
thar, un the Bengal-Assam fron- 
tier, cabled yesterday that hundreds 
of famished and destitute men, 
women and children from the 
south and east of Bengal were 
arriving there every day. They 
take shelter on the roadside and 
wander from door to door like 
moving skeletons begging for 
morsels of food.

This message from General Giraud,

‘The C.-in-C. of the French Army 
informs the German authorities in 
Corsica that every man who wears a 
white brassard with a black Death's 
head must be considered as a regular 
soldier of the French Army.” 

Corsica is separated by the Strait 
of Bonifacio from Sardinia, just 
evacuated by the Germans. It was 
reported on Sunday from Allied 
Headquarters, North Africa, that the 
Germun troops had been withdraws 
to Corsica 

Possession of Corsica would give 
the Allies the nearest springboard 
for invasion of either Italy or 
France. At the closest points it is 
Jess than 60 miles from the Italian 
mainland and barely a hundred 
miles from the French Riviera. It 
dominates the Italian naval bases 
of Genoa and La Spezia from a 
distance of only 100 miles. 

Altogether rocky and moun- 
tainous, the island has little flat 
space for airfields, but it has several 
excellent harbours. The biggest of 
these is -at Ajaccio, on the west 
coast, which the French, after the 
last war, turned into a naval air 
and land base. } 

According to Associated Press, 
General Giraud’s command acted 
quickly and secretly, landing com- 
mandos even though the Germans 
were present and still occupied the 
eastern side of the island in force. 
Naval vessels took part in the 
actions, which included swift dashes 
into German-controlled waters. 

Reuter’s Military Correspondent 
writes: There is reason to believe 
that the Germans are already 
evacuating Corsica from its northern 
harbour of Bastia.

h Let va —— Russia into the

HE EARL OF KE...1ARE, 

£5,000 a year newspaper 

columnist, sportsman, traveller, 
and one of Fleet Streets most 
colourful personalities, died sud- 
denly at his ancestral home, Ken- 
mare House, Killarney, yesterday. 
Aged 52 years, he had been suffer- 
ing from heart trouble for some 
time, 

Better known as Viscount Castle- 
rosse, the Earl of Kenmare was one 
of the most popular members of 
the Irish titled families was eldest 
son of the fifth Earl of “Kenmare 
and the Hon, Elizabeth Baring 
(daughter of the first Baron Revel- 
stoke), and succeeded to the title in 
|} November, 1941, on the death of hig 
80-year-old father. 

His death will be regretted most 
of all in his native Killarney, where 
he had put into operation many 
elaborate schemes for the advance-

ment of the town and district and 
because Killarney was very much 
more than just a country residence 
to him. For him it was a home 
whose beauty and charm never 
seemed to grow stale. it was an 
interest in which he could always 
be excited, ready to write or talk 
about at almost endless length, for 
it was an interest which he 
obviously wished others to share. 

The splendid lakeside golf links, 
reputed to be one of the finest in 
Europe, was largely his idea in its 
present situation and lay-out. For 
its creation he*had employed one 
of the most famous architects in 
these islands and was forever 
evolving schemes for adding: to its 
beauty. Quite recently, in fact, he 
had been discussing with the Curator 


planting hundreds of rhododendrons 
and azaleas around the club-house, 
so that. in the early summer ti ey 
would have made the place a blaze 
of colour. 

He also had in mind the idea of 
creating an airport at Killarney. 
Most of this summer he had spent 
deer-stalking at Killarney. He had 
also had frequent business confer- 
ences about the development of his 
10,000-acre Killarney estate. 

Returning to London after the

The left-over pieces of 
material can quite readily be used, 
it was stated, to increase the facings, 
and so save linings, or they can 
actually be used in sume cases 
instead of linings. The spokesman 
added that ready-made clothing 
manufacturers achieve economies as 
a result of the prohivitions, and it 
would be unfair to im them on 
these manufacturers and allow handi- 
craft tailors to be immune from them. 

It is understood that even if 
tailors could not use the scrap 
material to replace linings they would 
not go to waste, because there is 
machinery available in the country 
which would enable these scraps to 
be re-converted into new cloth. - 

Heavy penalties will be sought in 
the Courts for contravention of the 
Order, and the Minister for Supplies 
will consider, in such cases, the 
refusal of further Buying Permits.
